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Mark key points on the pattern piece using a basting thread: 


e Mark the location of the pockets by sewing through the centre of the (>) 
with needle and basting thread (\). 


e Mark the location of the button or snap by sewing through the centre of the (X) 
with needle and basting thread (\). 


Indicate crucial points on the outline of the pattern: 


e Neatly nick the pattern paper and fabric at the places where a single 
vertical line (I) or double vertical lines (Il) have been indicated. 


e Cut a small corner out of the fabric where a V symbol has been made 
and on the finished hemline. 


e Cut a small corner (V notch) out of the pieces that lie on the fabric fold 
to mark the middle of these pieces.

The method used to finish sewing the garment depends on the 
fabric used. The pieces are always sewn together with the right 
sides of the fabric matching exactly, unless stated otherwise.

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Place the template in front of the pocket (16) on the front (1). 
Use tailor’s chalk to trace over the contours of the pocket 
and the markings. You will sew the seam allowance of the 
pocket along these lines. 
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Pin and sew the top of the pocket (13) and the pocket lin- 
ing (14). 


Fold the pocket lining over to the V notches on the wrong 
side of the pocket. Line up the bottoms of both pocket 
pieces, making sure all of the markings match perfectly. 


Turn the pocket over with the right side facing up and finish 
the raw edge using an overlock stitch. 


Press the edges of the pocket over to create a crease and 
make a nice shape. TIP: you can create a template out of 
cardboard (the measurements of the finished pocket). 
Place this neatly in the middle of the pocket (the one with 
the wrong side facing up). Press the edges of the pocket 
around the template. 


Bluff-stitch the pocket as follows: 

Place the seam allowance of the pocket on the chalkline 
and edge stitch in place. Gradually slide the pocket over so 
that the whole seam allowance lines up with the chalkline. 
The marks in the corners and at the bottom in the middle 
should line up perfectly. Sew in place until you've reached 
the other side of the pocket. (it may seem like a lot of work, 
but stay focussed on keeping the raw edge on the chalk- 
line, making sure the marks match perfectly and stitching 
in the ditch of the pressed crease.) 
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Press the seam allowance over to create a crease. 


Pin and sew both pieces of the back (2) with the right sides 
facing each other and press the seam allowance open.

Pin and sew the shoulder seams and press the seam open.

Place the undercollar (6, the collar cut on the bias) on 
the front with the basting threads and nicks matching 
perfectly. The side of the collar should line up with the 
diagonal nick. 
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Pin and sew the side of the collar indicated in place, from 
the basting thread to the basting thread in the corner. 


Lower the needle down into the fabric there. Lift the presser 
foot and snip the seam allowance almost up to the needle. 
Turn the work piece and lower the presser foot back down 
and sew the neckline of the collar and the shoulder seam 
pieces with the nicks lined up properly. Sew up to the next 
basting thread. 


Lift the presser 
foot and snip the seam allowance almost up to the needle.

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Pin and sew the sleeve cap to the armhole, making sure 
that the corresponding nicks match perfectly. The single 
nick on the bottom sleeve should line up with the side 
seam, with the single nick on the top sleeve lining up with 
the front, and the dart seam should line up with the double 
nick on the back. The single nick at the top matches 
the shoulder seam exactly. Distribute the excess fabric 
between the markings.

Pin and sew the front facing (7) to the front lining (9), making 
sure the nicks match perfectly. 
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Shape a functional pleat by folding the nicks horizontally 
along the CB of the back lining (10) together with the right 
side of the fabric facing inwards. Sew around 3 cm down 
in a line that's parallel with the CB line. 


Fold the pleat allowance in half in the direction indicated. 
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Pin and sew the side seams and press the seam allowance 
open. 


Follow all the instructions in step 6 to create the sleeve linings. 
However, leave an opening in one of the sleeve linings 
so that you can turn the blazer back right side out. 


For the sleeve linings, sew these to the blazer lining the 
same way you did in step 6.

Place both blazer pieces together with the right sides of 
the fabric matching exactly. 
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Start by sewing the collar pieces together: pin the 
contours of both collar pieces neatly in place sew at 
1 cm. Note: the undercollar is smaller than the top collar. 
Be sure to line up the contours so that the match perfectly 
before sewing. When sewing the collar, lay the 
seam allowance of the indicated sides down/out of the way. 


Pin and sew the revere collar and the CF lines together. 
Sew from the basting thread to the hem. Move the seam 
allowance of the collar to up/out of the way. 


Turn the blazers inside out. Fold the seam allowance 
under the basting thread at the connecting point towards 
the blazer lining. At 2 mm from the edge sew 
through all layers (facing + underlying seam allowance) of 
the front facing up to the hem. 


Fold the seam allowance under the basting thread at the 
connecting point towards the front and sew to the front 
at 2 mm from the edge through all layers (the front + the 
underlying seam allowance). Sew this as far as you can. 
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Turn the blazer with the right side of the fabric facing 
inwards and sew the hems together. 


Slide the sleeve lining into the fabric sleeve so that 
everything lines up nicely. Pick up the sleeve hem and fold 
it onto the hem of the sleeve lining so that they're lined up 
with the right sides of the fabric facing each other. 


Pin and sew the hems together.

Turn the blazer inside out. Hand stitch or sew the seam 
allowances of the necklines of both blazer pieces to each 
other along the inside of the blazer, working from shoulder 
to shoulder (through the opening in the sleeve lining). 


Hand stitch or sew the seam allowances of the underarm 
seams of both blazer pieces together (through the opening 
in the sleeve lining). 


Press the seam allowance (+ the corner of the hem) over 
to the wrong side. Hand stitch or sew the seam allowances 
of the blazer and the sleeves and the seam allowances of 
the side seams/underarm seams together. 
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Hand sew or stitch the opening in the sleeve lining closed.
